DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -7 are presented for examination. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figure 1, item 3, 6, and 5 require legends. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR L 121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the appUcation. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended.

3. Claims 1 -7 are allowable over the prior art of record, 

The prior art of record fails to teach in combination as claimed an apparatus and method 
for determining the amplitude of a signal having a first signal level and a second signal 
level including removing any DC component firom the signal so as to produce an 
intermediate signal having an average level equal to a reference level. Shifting the 
intermediate signal by a shift amount so as to produce a shifted signal having a first 
signal level equal to the reference level. Providing the shift amount as an indication of 
the amplitude of the signal. 



Prior Art Made of Record

A. Tsuda et al. (US Patent No. 4,363,977) discloses a method and apparatus for 
discrimination between two values of a signal using DC offset compensation;

C. Taurand (US Patent No. 6,462,558) discloses an electronic circuit for monitoring 
electrical voltage; 

D. Dauphinee (US Patent No. 2,789,198) discloses a system for comparing voltages.
